EXTREME HIGH WATER 
A MENACETO S. E. MO. 


The American Red Cross considers 
the high waters of 
the 
Mississippi 
Valley and terrible suffering now ex­ 
isting and to follow, as one of the ma­ 


jor disasters in the history 
of 
the 
United States. 
We, in Sikeston, are now witness­ 
ing the suffering of our 
fellowman 
and are doing our utmost to 
render 
assistance and relief. 
To the north 
of us few have been forced to leave 
their homes, but southeast, south and 
southwest, nearly 
every 
home has 
been abandoned. 
Social and financial 
position has been of no benefit, 
for 
the richest and poorest alike are on 
the same plane now, forced to leave 
behind all but the clothes on 
their 
back. 
At 9:00 o’clock Wednesday evening 
the water on the inside of the levee at 
New Madrid was two 
feet 
higher 
than in the Mississippi River on the 
outside and running very swift. New 
Madrid lies at the little end of 
the 
funnel for all the water that is now 
going over the St. John’s levee com­ 
ing in through the gap at Dorena. 
The water is rushing over the high­ 
way this side of New Madrid, carry­ 
ing logs that pass almost as swift as 
a moving train. 
No highway trucks 
can get down as far as the Kewanee 
lane. 
The call from New Madrid to 
send trucks Thursday, came too late 
as it is doubtful if the motor boats 
at hand can stem the rush of water. 
It is believed the government steam­ 
ers, standing 
by, 
is the 
only way 
these people can get out if the worst 
comes to that city. 
Lilboum is cut off from Sikeston 
by a wall of swift running water with 
waves that ran 3 feet high. 
These 
good people will have to 
take 
the 
Frisco and go south 
to 
find 
high 
ground and God only knows whether 
they 
can 
make 
it in time. 
P. 
J. 
Stearns and family left Lilboum at 
9:00 a. m. Wednesday, drove south to 
the Parma road then north to Essex 
and over to Sikeston. They could see 
the wail of water coming and believe 
they were the last family 
to 
leave, 
the others had to go to the two-story 
buildings and the school house. 
Twenty-five box cars 
that 
filled 
the switch capacity at Kewanee are 
leaded with refugees and the branch 
of the Red Cross 
established 
there 
will probably be 
abandoned 
before 
this is in print, all will be brought by 
train to Sikeston. 
Thursday morning the water 
had 
covered the city of East Prairie and 
box cars were being used by refugees. 
It is not believed any serious conse­ 
quences will happen over that way as 
most of the rescue work has already 
been accomplished. 
No towns directly west of Sikeston 
are not in need of help and but for 
torrential rains and full ditches are 
all right. 
Sikeston is high and dry, always 
has been, and always will be, except 
for the deluge of rain water that has 
fallen so frequently. The report sent 
broadcast that Sikeston was 
under 
water, was pure bunk. 
The picture 
taken of rain water standing 
in 
a 
low place, was true, but 
was badly 
misconstrued by the outside 
public, 
and would have been better not 
to 
have been sent in. 
Cape Girardeau to the north, 
set­ 
ting high and dry most always, has 
had to abandon the Frisco passenger 
station and stores facing 
the 
levee 
and on Main Street, the street next 
above the levee, some of the businees 
houses have had to move their stocks 
of 
merchandise. 
Cape 
Red 
Cross 
branch are taking 
care of 
several 
hundred refugees from the 
Illinois 
bottoms 
forced - tor flee 
from the 
levee break at McClure, 111. 
No home in Sikeston but what has 
contributed something to the unfor­ 
tunates. 
If it was not money, it was 
clothing or work. 
The American Le­ 
gion voted $50 to the fund at 
their 
meeting 
Wednesday. 
All 
Societies 
and Chibs are helping. 
It has 
been 
suggested that parties, dances, 
etc., 
be suspended during 
these 
trying 
times and the little money that 
is 
saved thereby be contributed to 
the 
Red Cross fund. 
The Lions Club of 
Chaffee 
sent 
down, early 
Thursday 
morning, 
a 
great quantity of clothing and 
sup­ 
plies. 
Eighteen members of the National 
Guard from Cape Girradeau are 
on 
duty at the Fair Grounds under 
the 
direction of Capt. Wheatley of the U. 
S. Army, and they are permitting no 
sightseeing visitors, and passing none 
of the refugees out without a pass. 
At 1:30 a representative 
of 
The 
Standard secured the following from 
the State Highway Department who 


have special lines open to all danger­ 
ous points.

At Cape Girardeau the water fell 2 
inches the guage now standing 
39.9 
Slight wash at the butment of 
new 
highway bridge over diversion chan 
nel, but no serious trouble anticipat 
ed. Thirteen and a half inches of wa 
ter over 
highway 
slab 
near 
the 
bridge. 
The Drinkwater levee 
is 
holding 
fagt, but patrol is kept up. The Tex 
as Bend levee 
near 
Charleston 
is 
causing much uneasiness and a force 
of 75 men from the Sikeston refugee 
camp and 10,000 
sand sacks 
were 
rushed to that 
point 
to assist 
the 
force working at 
that 
point. 
The 
The breaking of this levee would let 
another large body of 
water 
pass 
near Charleston on to 
New 
Madrid, 
Lilbourn, Portageville 
and 
Hayti, 
thence southwest. 
At the hour given above the water 
at New Madrid was at a stand, the 
guage reading 43.3. 
From 8 to 
12 
feet of water in the city, and at the 
time the water in the city was 8 inch­ 
es higher than that in the Mississip­ 
pi outside the main levee. 
A num­ 
ber of small frame houses at the edge 
of the city were turned over by the 
swift current coming over the 
St. 
John’s levee. 
From Hayti word was 
sent 
that 
the levee at Gayosa Bend was 
very 
weak and fear of a break within 
24 
hours, 
but 
the 
levee near Marston 
was holding. 
The only way out from New Ma­ 
drid at this time is by 
motor 
boat 
through the Dorena water inside the 
St. John’s levee to the Shy farm then 
on 
the 
truck. 
The 
current 
is so 
strong that nothing but a powerful 
motor can make headway, then has to 
keep the nose headed to current 
and 
work around as a sail 
boat tacking 
against the wind. 
The 
boat 
being 
used draws 3 feet of water and when 
land is touched 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
wade the rest of the way. 
At Lilbourn the only building that 
is dry w the bank, there being 3 feet 
of water in the east section. Refugees 
are loaded on train and taken south 
over the Frisco. 
Water rising slowly, 
but steadily. The Frisco had 150 feet 
of their track washed out north 
of 
Lilboum. 
The old wooden bridge over Little 
River west of Lilbourn on Highway 
M2 washed away. 
Road at White Oak in danger and 
andbags are being prepared and sent 
from Malden. 
Bad place in levee of floodway near 
Kirk, if it breaks, the lower half of 
Pemiscot County will be flooded. 
A little relief beyond Kewanee 
is 
reported by the ditches getting back 
in bank. 
Eight inch rise in Missouri River at 
Kansas City, the Illinois 
and 
both 
Tennessee and 
Cumberland 
Rivers 
rising. 
Little relief in sight at this 
time, in fact higher waters to follow.

1000 CITIZENS FLEE 
FROMNEW MADRID 


New Madrid, April 20.—This Mis­ 
sissippi River town, seat of New M a­ 
drid County, Southeastern 
Missouri, 
is flooded to a depth varying from 5 
to 15 feet today, as 
the 
result 
of 
breaks in the St. John’s Bayou Levee, 
a few miles to the north, yesterday 
and again last night. 
Four women 
telephone 
operators 
have remained at their 
switchboard 
oo a second story. 
They have kept 
up communication w'ith 
the 
outside 
W'orld over 
congested 
long-distance 
w'ires, but few telephones within New 
Madrid or nearby remain in working 
order. 
The operators have rescued a 
few chickens floating past their build­ 
ing, but the fate of the frying 
pan 
aw aits the fowl. 
At least 
1900 
persons, most 
of 
them women and children, of the ap ­ 
proxim ately 2000 residenst, have de­ 
parted, and the rest are marooned in 
upper floors 
of 
houses 
and 
other 
buildings, unable to leave for lack of 
boats, and with a swirling 
current 
buffeting the structures. 
Wagons were being used last night 
to continue the 
evacuation 
of 
the 
town, until a fresh break in the levee, 
at 9 p. m., covered the streets 
and 
roads and drove the people upstairs. 
When more boats can 
be 
obtained. 
Mayor S. L. H unter told the Post- 
Dispatch, the rem aining citizens will 
depart.

The main street, 
past 
th e court­ 
house, was covered with six feet 
of 
w ater at noon today and the flood was 
still rising. 
All business 
has 
been 
suspended. 
There is no 
electricity. 
United States highway No. 61, from 
Arkansas to St. Louis, via New Ma­ 
drid, is completely covered. 
The stage of the 
river 
here 
this 
morning was 44 feet and a rise of 2 
feet is forecast. 
This 
will put the 
main channel of the Mississippi Riv­ 
er level with the top of the levee 
in 
front of New Madrid. 
Fear th at this 
levee may then crumble is entertain 
ed. 
This is New 
Madrid’s 
worst 
flood, as showrn by available records, 
but this town was the center of 
the 
widespread earthquake of 1811, which 
was followed by a serious flood. 
The St. John Bayou 
levee 
broke 
early yesterday at a 
point 
between 
New Madrid and Farrenberg, and in 
addition the flood w ater was so high 
alongside the broken place for a mile 
that it poured over the top of 
this 
levee. 
Early today there was anoth­ 
er break, in the direction of Lilbourn, 
and Frisco Railway o 
cials expect­ 
ed that their St. Louis-Memphis main 
line would be swept under there. The 
water coming in from the north 
of 
St. John’s Bayou levee had begun to 
pour into the northern part of 
New 
Madrid County Saturday, through a 
cervasse in a Government 
levee 
at 
Dorena, opposite H ickm an,'Ky. 
Before this flood started its 
rush 
into New Madrid yesterday, the town 
streets were already partly subm erg­ 
ed by surface w ater from the recent 
heavy rains, which had had no out­ 
let. 
The flood w ater in the vicinity of 
New Madrid 
is expected to 
spread 
within the next days across the flat, 
swampy country to the west, 
enter 
the Little River, and then flow' to the 
St. Francis River, the already badly 
flooded stream dividing 
the 
south­ 
eastern tip of Missouri from A rkan­ 
sas. 
Engineers anticipate that 
a wide 
area of Southeastern 
Missouri 
and 
N ortheastern Arkansas will 
be 
in-, 
undated. 
It is variously 
estim ated 
that the w ater will cover 1,600,000 to 
,000,000 acres and will be about 100 
miles long and several miles 
wide, 
reaching 
the 
vicinity 
of Helena, 
Ark., where the St. Francis flow's in­ 
to the Mississippi. 
More 
than 
75 
towns and villages of the tw'o states 
are in the threatened district. 
Thousands of men and numbers of 
mules have been put to work streng­ 
thening levees of the three rivers, be­ 
tween New Madrid and Helena. 
Damage from the flood in New Ma­ 
drid County and the county seat will 
be large. 
At least 300 refugees from 
New- 
Madrid are being cared for in Sikes- 
ton, 20 miles north, and that town is 
preparing to look after 1000 or more 
from this vicinity. 
Others have gone 
to Cape Girardeau. 
This morning the rise of w ater to­ 
wards the Frisco 
Railway track 
at 
Lilbourn was rapid. 
Outpour of the flood 
into the St. 
Francis basin may reduce somewhat 
the prtdicted stage at New' 
Madrid, 
whcih had been set at 46 feet. 
At 
2 o’clock 
this 
afternoon 
a 
heavy rain, accompanied 
by 
brisk 
southwest w'ind, added to the discom­ 
fort in and 
near 
here. 
Rain 
has 
fallen at intervals all day.

The President was empowered 
to 
appoint such committees 
as 
were 
deemed necessary, and selected Capt. 
W heatley, U. S. Army, in charge of 
the F air Grounds, where the refugees 
are being taken care of. 
J. L. M atthews 
and 
Free 
Lange 
ompose the outside relief committee. 
H arris Draughon, m anager 
of 
sup­ 
plies; M urray 
Phillips, 
purchasing 
agent; Mrs. C. D. M atthews, Jr., 
in 
charge of registration; Mrs. Paul An­ 
derson and Mrs. A. C. B arrett, wom­ 
en’s welfare and soliciting 
clothing 
and bedding. 
Dr. G. W. Presnell, 
chairm an 
of 
doctor’s com m ittee and one doctor of 
the city will be on duty each day of 
the week. 
C. E. Felker, George Lough, M. M. 
Beck and J. P. Whidden compose the 
finance committee. 
The Sikeston Lions Club have de­ 
clared off their weekly luncheon for 
the tim e being and the price thereof 
will go to the Red Cross fund. 
Ap­ 
peals have been sent to the Kiwanis, 
Rotary and Lions Clubs in neighbor­ 
ing cities asking for a contribution. 
The American Red Cross have con­ 
tributed $500 for the fund 
and 
the 
county courts of Scott and New Ma­ 
drid Counties have been asked to im ­ 
m ediately appropriate a sum toward 
this relief. 
Others who possibly can 
spare cash are requested to turn it in 
at once. 
Others who can, are urged 
to send in clothes, shoes or bedding. 
A t noon W ednesday more than 275 
were being cared for a probability of 
200 more by night. 
The cook tent is in charge of Hardy 
W illiams, assisted by the women and 
girls who are on the grounds and an­ 
xious to help. 
A branch of the Red Crass was es­ 
tablished at Kewanee, w ith Fred Het- 
lage in charge, to feed and care for 
those coming in from the low lands 
to the west. 
Four hundred cots and 400 double 
blankets have been shipped and 
are 
expected at any time. 
In the 
m ean­ 
time all buildings on the grounds are 
being utilized for sleeping purposes 
with the Red Cross tents being used 
for beds. 
A strict patrol of the grounds will 
be m aintained under the direction of 
Capt. W heatley, an arm y officer, who 
will use either the N ational Guard or 
the American Legion to perform the 
duties as in tim es of war. 
M atters 
are serious and 
bootleggers, 
street 
walking men and women caught traf- 
ficing 
will 
be severely 
dealt with. 
Those registering in the 
camp will 
not be perm itted outside the grounds 
without a pass and only those with 
business to transact will be excluded 
from the grounds. 
Miss Greenough, 
out of St. Louis, 
represents the American 
Red Cross 
at the Fair Grounds, with Capt. Pet­ 
ers representing 
the 
State 
Health 
Departm ent. 
A number of cases of sickness are 
among the refugees, with operation« 
to he perform ed and the stork to be 
given attention. 
It is pitiful, but a wonderful work 
to assist these less fortunate neigh­ 
bors in distress.

GOV. AL SMITH OUTLINES 
CREED 
AS 
A CATHOLIC 


New 
York, 
April 
18.-— Editorial 
comment was wide-spread 
today on 
Gvo. Smith’s open letter stating that 
he recognized no power of the Rom­ 
an Catholic church “to interfere with 
the operations of the constitution of 
the United States 
for the enforce­ 
ment of the law of the land". 
The letter was written to the 
At­ 
lantic Monthly in reply to one from 
Charles C. Marshall, New York law­ 
yer and Episcopalian, who, 
quoting 
ecclesiastical authority, had 
argued 
that in any conflict between 
church 
and state, the Roman Catholic church 
claimed the deciding power for 
the 
Pope. 
Publication of the letter today was 
authorized by the magazine 
a week 
ahead of the time first planned, be­ 
cause some newspapers had 
printed 
it Saturday 
and Sunday in violation 
of copyright. 
Outlining his creed as “an Ameri­ 
can Catholic”, Gov. Smith asserts: 
“I believe in the worship of God ac­ 
cording to the faith and practice of 
the Roman Catholic church; in free­ 
dom of worship as a matter of right; 
in absolute separation of church and 
state; in support of public school as 
one of the cornerstones of American 
liberty; in freedom of education for 
children in public or religiou schools; 
in the principle of 
non-interference 
by this country in the 
international 
affairs of other nations; in the strict 
enforcement of the provisions of the 
constitution that Congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the free exer­ 
cises thereof”. 
The governor cites the 19 times he 
has been elected to public office and 
observed that he never 
has 
known 
any conflict between his official 
du­ 
ties and religious belief. 
Gov. Smith says that of his present 
cabinet 13 are Protestants, two Cath­ 
olics and one a Jew'. The assistant to 
the governor, he says, is a Protest­ 
ant, a Republican and

Mason. 
Marshall argued 
that the Roman 
Catholic church was 
committed 
to 
the doctrine 
of intolerance, and 
in 
this connection he quoted the Catho­ 
lic encyclopedia. 
The governor said that “dogmatic 
intolerance” meant that inside of the 
Catholic church Catholics are to 
be 
intolerant of any variance from

dogma of the church.

The 
documents, 
he said,

used in an endeavor to bring about 
either a break in diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Mexi­ 
co, or the lifting of the arms embar­ 
go. 
“Blandly he admitted 
the 
docu­ 
ments were 100 per cent fakes. Some 
had been manufactured from whole 
cloth—or paper. 
Some were 
actual 
documents into which new' matter had 
been inserted in such a way as to al­ 
ter the original meaning completely. 
Others were faked photostat copies. 
“Continuing, this man said he had 
sold another set of documents to per­ 
sons interested in the religious con­ 
troversy in 
Mexico. 
These 
papers 
purported to show an 
alliance 
be­ 
tween the Mexican government 
and 
the Ku Klux Klan, by the terms 
of 
which Presdient 
Calles 
agreed 
to 
drive the Catholic church from Mex­ 
ico, roto and branch, in 
return 
for 
which the klan would use its political 
influence in this country to 
prevent 
hostile action against Mexico. 
“Smiling 
blandly, 
he 
admitted 
these documents also were pure fak­ 
es. 
But he added, in both cases the 
buyers had purchased them 
in 
the 
belief that they were genuine”. 
This 
revelation 
fits in 
perfectly 
with 
the announcement that forged 
documents bearing the name of Sec­ 
retary of State Kellogg have recently 
been foisted upon President Calles. 
It would seem that there are dark 
and subterranean movements about— 
movements that have as their aim the 
embroiling of this 
country in 
open 
conflict with Mexico. 
Who is 
back 
of these 
movements 
is 
not 
clear; 
but it is obvious that some one is do­ 
ing his level best to stir up trouble, 
for reasons of his own. 
Now it is impossible 
to say what 
the future will bring, and it may be 
that some day we shall 
indeed 
find 
ourselves at swords’ points with Mex­ 
ico. 
But before that 
day 
comes 
we 
ought to have a great deal more light 
on these hidden influences. 
We can­ 
not afford to be led 
into momentous 
decisions affecting the future course 
of two great nations by plain, every­ 
day forgeries.—Cape Missourian.

of so-called 
agricultural 
de­ 
pression and makes one 
wonder 
if 
hard times and 
good 
times 
aren’t 
pretty much of an individual m atter 
after all. 
George Plum, Nevada, Mo., dairy­ 
man, isn't experiencing hard 
times. 
He doesn’t like hard times so he has 
eliminated them—through cows 
and 
sweet clover. 
Plum has had a good Jersey herd 
for several years. 
It has always af­ 
forded him a 
reasonable degree 
of 
prosperity but, about two years ago, 
he concluded th at he would 
experi­ 
ence still more prosperity if he 
had 
good, succulent pasture 
during 
the 
hot, dry summer months when grass 
is very short or lacking entirely. He 
talked over with his county agent the 
possibilities of growing good pasture 
when it won’t rain. 
As a result of 
this 
consultation, 
five acres that hadn't produced much 
grass and which tested 
acid, 
were 
limed with three tons of 
lime 
per 
•icre and given a top dressing of m a­ 
nure. About the first of March, 1925, 
a well-prepared 
and 
firmly-packed 
seed bed was made and fifteen pounds 
of best grade sweet clover seed was 
carefully inoculated and sown. 
When the dry weather came 
and 
other grass dried up, fifteen head of 
dairy cattle were 
turned 
into 
this 
five-acre sweet clover 
pasture 
and 
left there thirty-two days, w'hen they 
were transferred 
to 
native 
grass 
which had recuperated. 
It was 
ad­ 
visable not to graze the 
clover 
too 
short the first season. 
In about a month the herd was re­ 
turned to the clover for another fif­ 
teen days. 
A fter that time the pas­ 
ture problem was solved for the year 
as the fall rains had come. 
Plum’s records 
showed 
that his 
milk sales during the first thirty-two 
days amounted to $368.00. 
He 
fed 
grain with the pasture to the amount 
of 845 and, deducting that, had a net 
return of $323 from his five acres of 
sweet clover, or $64 per 
acre. 
The 
net returns from^Jie 
second 
fifteen 
days of grazing a little more than 
paid the total costs of producing the 
sweet clover, leaving the $64 per acre 
profit untouched.

Lead mining has proved to be an un­ 
profitable venture in New York state. 
Lead for shot has been one of 
the 
greatest needs of the army since the 
beginning of this war. 
In the 
first 
months of the contest the continental 
congress called for inspection of the 
lead mines of the state. Reports came 
from many sections but 
none 
were 
favorable. 
The last 
disappointment 
is the Nine Partners mine in Dutch­ 
ess County. Large amounts of money 
have been sunk in this project, for 
the Dutch found lead there as long 
ago as 1740. John McDonald, a cap­ 
able miner from Scotland, was put in 
charge of the work by the provincial 
congress, but after a year’s 
opera­ 
tions 
he 
reports 
that the place is 
worthless as a lead producer. 
Mr. McDonald has recently return­ 
ed from a prospecting trip in Ulster 
County and plans for removing 
the 
Nine Partners equipment to that sec­ 
tion are being completed by Matthew 
Adgate, chairman of the 
committee 
for exploring mines. 
Mr. McDonald 
will again be in 
charge. 
The chief 
items of his equipment will be, as at 
the Nine Partners, one iron nail ham­ 
mer, two shovels, two iron picks, four 
iron wedgs one broadfaced axe, 1-inch 
auger, one handsaw, ten fathoms of 
rope with an iron hook, one windlass 
wheel for drawing rubish 
from 
the 
pit, and two buckets eighteen inches 
deep with iron hoops and handles.

productive sources of 
lead thus far have been the window 
sashes and cuboards 
of 
the houses. 
These have given up many pounds of 
the precious metal in the

own communicants within 
its 
own 
church. 
This is a 
frank, 
straightforward, 
manly statement, entirely 
in accord 
with American 
principles,

W ashington, D. C.— Engineers are 
giving England’s Gold Coast 
colony 
its first good 
harbor. 
Two 
cement- 
capped breakw aters are under 
con­ 
struction at Takoradi, each of which 
is more than two miles long. Sw arm ­ 
ing in the stone quarries and 
along 
the walls of stone Jutting boldly into 
the Atlantic Ocean are 6000 
native 
workers, supervised 
by 
a 
hundred 
Englishmen. 
“At Takoradi England has staked 
its pounds, in part at least”, says 
a 
bulletin from the W ashington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society, “on the American glass 
of 
chocolate malted milk and the Eng­ 
lish cup of cocoa. 
“The Gold Coast 
colony 
is 
the 
world’s largest producer 
of 
cacao, 
which is m anufactured into cocoa and 
chocolate. 
In one recent 
year 
the 
colony shipped 54,000 tons of cacao, 
valued at $10,000,000, 
to the United 
States. 
"W hile the Gold Coast no 
longer 
puts its trust in gold, cacao has dis­ 
placed the metal only within the last 
few years. 
For 400 years gold 
was 
the hope that glittered for white men 
on the Gold Coast. 
Gold mines built 
the railroad to Seccondee, for which 
Takoradi is the port. 
In 1924 gold 
shipm ents reached more than $4,000,- 
000, but the mines seem to be near­ 
ing exhaustion. 
A geological survey 
of the Gold Coast colony in 1915 
re­ 
vealed other 
m inerals 
which 
may 
themselves relegate gold to the back­ 
ground. 
Manganese and bauxite are 
im portant exports. 
The first is used

GOLD COAST COLONY 
BUILDS J M W A T C R 


Washington, D. C.—Engineers are 
giving England’s Gold Coast 
colony 
its first good 
harbor. Two 
cement- 
capped breakwaters are under 
con 
struction at Takoradi, each of which 
is more than two miles long. Swarm­ 
ing in the stone quarries and 
along 
the walls of stone jutting boldly into 
the Atlantic Ocean are 6000 
native 
workers, supervised 
by 
a 
hundred 
Englishmen. 
“At Takoradi England has staked 
its pounds, in part at least’’, says 
a 
bulletin from the Washington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society, “on the American glass 
of 
chocolate malted milk and the Eng­ 
lish cup of cocoa. 
“The Gold Coast 
colony 
is 
the 
world’s largest producer 
of 
cacao, 
which is manufactured into cocoa and 
chocolate. 
In one recent 
year 
the 
colony shipped 54,000 tons of cacao, 
valued at $10,000,000, 
to the United 
States. 
“While the Gold Coast no 
longer 
puts its trust in gold, cacao has dis­ 
placed the metal only within the last 
few years. 
For 400 years gold 
was 
the hope that glittered for white men 
on the Gold Coast. 
Gold mines built 
the railroad to Seecondee, for which 
Takoradi is the port. 
In 1924 gold 
shipments reached more than $4,000,- 
000, but the mines seem to be near­ 
ing exhaustion. 
A geological survey 
of the Gold Coast colony in 1915 re­ 
vealed other 
minerals 
which 
may 
themselves relegate gold to the back­ 
ground. 
Manganese and bauxite are 
important exports. 
The first is used 
in steel making and the second for 
aluminum. 
“Of all the ‘coasts’ on the Gulf of 
Guinea, the Gold Coast has been last 
to give up its 
legacy. 
There 
were 
four: 
The ‘Grain Coast’, where 
Li­ 
beria is today; 
the 
‘Ivory 
Coast’, 
which has given its name to Frances 
Ivory Coast colony; then the 
‘Gold 
Coast’, which has became the ‘cacao 
coast’, and finally the ‘Slave 
Coast,

that they had ruled as early as 3500 
B. C. were among the discoveries. 
Every advance into the mound, Mr. 
Wooley’s report 
said, 
brought 
the 
expedition to a richer 
part of 
the 
cemetery. 
On 
the 
topmost 
level, 
cylinder 
seals 
inscribed 
with 
the 
names of members of the household 
of the Daughter of Sargon of Akkad; 
“the 
lady 
who 
became 
the High 
Priestess of the moon 
God 
at U r”, 
were found. 
Farther down was 
un­ 
earthed the 
Lapis 
Lazuli, 
cylinder 
seal of 
Nin-Kur-Nin, 
the 
wife of 
Mesannipadda, founder of 
the 
first 
dynasty of Ur. 
This was character­ 
ized by Mr. Wooley as 
a 
historical 
document of first importance. 
“Three years ago at Tel El Obeid”, 
added the report, “the expedition dis­ 
covered the 
foundation 
tablet 
and 
gold seal of A-an-ni-pad-da, the sec­ 
ond king of the dynasty, and restor­ 
ed to history a line of kings often re­ 
garded as mythical. 
Now Now A-an-

Two teaspoonfuls of castor oil to each 
gosling Is sometimes a useful remedy. 


Spread of Diseases 
One of the common causes of the 
spread of Infectious diseases among 
chicks is allowing soft feed to get 
mixed with the litter. If flat boards 
are used for feeding, have them wide 
enough so that the feed will not be 
scratched or carried off. It is better 
still to nail strips around the boards 
making them tray shaped, thus to pre­ 
vent any chance of trouble from thla 
cause. Feed that gets into the Utter 
or op the ground should be removed 
promptly and never fed to the chick*

SUNLIGHT BIG 
HOG NECESSITY 


Sunlight le essential In the success­ 
ful hoghouse and brings about dry- 
ness, warmth and sanitation. The cor­ 
rect use of sunlight means the proper 
placing and arrangement of windows 
at the time the building Is constructed. 
Farrowing time comes between Feb­ 
ruary 1 and April 15, and is the best 
time of the year to have sunlight fall 
on the nesting places. 
Sunlight which passes through glass 
has very little disinfectant power. To 
reduce reflection, windows should be 
placed so that the glass Is as nearly 
at right angles to the sun’s rays as 
possible. The angle at which sunlight 
strikes the earth depends on latitude 
and time. It varies for each hour of 
the day and for evsry day In the year. 
Experimental work has shown that 
the house facing south Is preferable 
to the house with the long axis placed 
north and south. On the average, one 
square foot of glass in the latter ad* 
mlts only 08 per cent as much light to 
the floor and 47 per cent as much to 
the bed ss the same area In an east 
and west house. 
Well placed windows In tht east-west 
house will admit twice the light pos­ 
sible in the north-south house, will be 
less exposed to cold winds, and will 
accumulate more heat from the sun be­ 
cause they can be placed close to the 
nesting place so the sunlight pattern 
will not travel rapidly across the floor. 
In addition, summer shade can be se­ 
cured by planning the light to fall In 
the feed alley during the hot weatber 
season and the light can be more con­ 
centrated and controlled.—Orve K. 
Hedden, Assistant Professor In charge 
of Farm Mechanics, Colorado Agricul­ 
tural College. 


Halter-Broke Yearling 
Will Command Premium 
Animals that are halter broke com­ 
mand a premium over the absolutely 
green kind. “If the young colt is 
halter broke at weaning time or as 
soon thereafter as possible, the ani­ 
mal, even though never handled again 
before reaching maturity, will never 
forget Its lessons," says J. H. Huff of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. “A desirable feature of 
halter breaking the colt or yearling is 
that they are lighter In weight than 
they ever will be again and therefore 
more easily basNled. They are less 
likely to injure 
themselves when 
young. Another good feature is that 
when the colt reaches the age to be 
broken for saddle or work, a good 
half of the job Is done, due to the 
early halter training.

Grind Com for Hoga 
For pigs under 150 pounds in weight, 
there has been no appreciable saving 
whatever In grinding corn, according 
to experiments. However, older and 
larger pigs seem to make a little bet­ 
ter gain on ground corn than on whole 
corn. It would seem, therefore, that 
there Is no appreciable advantage in 
either shelling or grinding cor* for 
young pigs; whether the 4 to 10 per 
cent saving In grinding corn for pigs 
over 150 pounds weight will cover tha 
cost of preparation must be deter­ 
mined by the feeder.

BAD VENTILATION 
BIG LIABILITY 


A poultry house without ventilation 
Is a source of trouble and a liability 
to the owner, authorities at the col­ 
lege of agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois claim. 
Proper ventilation Is the changing 
of the air wdthln the house without 
causing a drafty condition, and chang­ 
ing it often enough to take care of 
moisture. 
In other words, the ideal 
desired by good ventilation Is a house 
free from drafts and in a dry con­ 
dition. 
During 
winter 
months *o 
many 
poultry keepers will make the mistake 
of olosing their houses so tightly In 
an effort to get warmth that they will 
cause a stagnant air condition, and 
dampness will result. 
At no time dur­ 
ing the year should the front of the 
house be entirely closed, and especial­ 
ly so If the pen is in 
any way 
crowded. 
There are many schemes und me­ 
chanical devices made that will aid 
poultry house ventilation, aud while 
these have a value, the aim should 
be to establish conditions as efficient 
and fool proof as possible for getting 
fresh air Into the house. 
For the shed-roof type of house, the 
open front will solve the difficulty. 
This opening may have a rough weath­ 
er protector of cotton, but a cotton 
screen Is not necessary. 
Fresh sir 
will never hurt the birds. 
Incidental­ 
ly the open front will allow the birds 
direct sunlight on days of sunshine. 
For the house with au A-shaped roof 
and which generally Is wider than oth­ 
er types of houses, It would be advis­ 
able to put In a straw loft. 
The straw 
will insulate against cold and heat and 
will help to absorb moisture from the 
pen. 
It Is advisable to have an open­ 
ing In each gable end allowing for an 
air current over the straw. 
This Is 
a very simple and efficient way of 
ventilating a house, and has the ad­ 
vantage of keeping the house cooler 
In summer and warmer in winter. 
The one thing a person must guard 
against with a straw loft is the con­ 
trol of all mites and lice. 


Pullets Hatched Early 
Begin to Lay in Fall 
Early hatched pullets properly grown 
snd matured will begin to lay during 
the fall and early winter, when fresh 
eggs are scarce and when egg prices 
are st their very highest point. It 
will make a groat deal of difference 
In the returns from the flock whether 
the pullets lay fairly well during the 
winter or whether they do not begin 
to lay until spring, for In either case 
they will be consuming feed. Practi­ 
cally any pullet, whether late or early 
hatched, or even a very old hen, will 
lay during the spring seasou, but it is 
the early hatched pullets which must 
he depended upon for eggs during the

and 
winter. 
The practice 
of

hatching late will enable the poultry 
keeper to receive the very consider­ 
able added profit due to the produc­ 
tion of winter eggs, and In many 
cases will make ail the difference be­ 
tween loss and a good profit from the 
poultry flock ; therefore, practice early 
hatching aud secure winter eggs. It la 
very Important.

In other words, the Ideal 
desired by good v entilation Is a ho use 
free from drafts and In a dry co n­ 
dition. 
Du ring 
winter 
months so 
many 
pou ltry k eepers will mak e the mistak e 
of closing their hou ses so tightly In 
an effort to get warmth that they will 
cau se a stagnant air condition, and 
dampness will resu lt. 
At no time du r­ 
ing the y ear shou ld the front of the 
hou se be entirely closed, and especial­ 
ly so If the pen Is In 
any way 
crowded. 
There are many schemes u nd me­ 
chanical dev ices made that will aid 
pou ltry hou se v entilation, and while 
these hav e a v alu e, the aim shou ld 
be to establish conditions aa efficient 
and fool proof as possible for getting 
fresh air into the hou se. 
For the shed-roof ty pe of hou se, the 
open front will solv e the difficu lty . 
This opening may hav e a rou gh weath­ 
er protector of cotton, bu t a cotton 
screen Is not necessary . 
Fresh air 
will nev er hu rt the birds. 
Incidental­ 
ly the open front will allow the birds 
direct su nlight on day s of su nshine. 
For the hou se with an A-shaped roof 
and which generally is wider than oth­ 
er ty pes of hou ses, It wou ld be adv is­ 
able to pu t In a straw loft. 
The straw 
will Insu late against cold and heat and 
will help to absorb moistu re from the 
pen. 
It is adv isable to hav e an open­ 
ing In each gable end allowing for an 
air cu rrent ov er the straw. 
This Is 
a v ery simple and efficient way of 
v entilating a hou se, and has the ad­ 
v antage of k eeping the hou se cooler 
In su mmer and warmer in winter. 
The one thing a person mu st gu ard 
against with a straw loft la the con­ 
trol of all mites and lice. 


Pullets Ha tched Ea rly 
Beg in to La y in Fa ll 
Early hatched pu llets properly grown 
and matu red will begin to lay during 
the fall and early winter, when fresh 
eggs are scarce and when egg prices 
are a t their v ery highest point. It 
will mak e a great deal of difference 
In the retu rns from the flock whether 
the pu llets lay fairly well du ring the 
winter or whether they do not begin 
to lay u ntil spring, for In either case 
they will be consu ming feed. Practi­ 
cally any pu llet, whether late or early 
hatched, or ev en a v ery old hen, will 
lay du ring the spring season, bu t It Is 
the early hatched pu llets which mu st 
be depended u pon for eggs du ring the 
fall 
and 
winter. 
The 
practice 
of 
hatching 
early 
as 
compared 
with 
hatching late 
wt1U enable the pou ltry 
k eeper to receiv e the v ery consider­ 
able added pro fit du e to the pro duc­ 
tio n o f winter eggs, and in many 
cases will mak e all the difference be­ 
tween loss and a good profit from the 
pou ltry flock ; therefore, practice early 
hatching and secu re winter eggs. It is 
v ery Important.
